Praouaubly this would follow 
nn Una suggested In tha November 27 press ralaaae, I.e., 
that, we are prepared to negotiate on tha question of all of 
flruany of which Berlin la only a part. There might be aoraa 
modification In our poaitlon aa to the tanas of this negotia- 
te ju. possibly along tha somewhat softer lines of tha Oero&n not* 
of Novenber 14. 

2. A poealble approach auggaatad by the Soviet note would be to

3. Assuming that direct negotiations oannot be arranged or 
t^at they fail, either or both seems likely, there would still bt 
rur-.K-r steps to take to daatonatrate that we had exhausted all 

, * •.<<• m procedures, these would Include: 



a. Chargea in the DM Seourity Council that the Soviet totlo 
;a « thraat to the paaoe. This action would presumably meat 
with a Soviet veto but would provide a good forua for bringing 
out the nature of the threatened Soviet aggressive act. 

b. additional efforts to rasort to tha Interoatieoal Court 
of Justloa for tha upholding of our lagal position. Such 
efforts would presumably be unavailing slnoe the USSR probably 
would not accept IOJ Jurisdiction.
